REPORT OF FIRE WARDEN & FIRE CHIEF 


During the past year there have been six fires consisting of 
the following: three chimney fires, one dump fire, one house 
fire, and one truck fire. Forty-eight packages of chimney clean- 
er have been given out during the year. 


We have been fortunate in that it was not necessary to hire 
outside equipment during the year. The expense of using town- 
owned equipment is comparatively small. The trucks were used 
approximately twelve hours on fires during the year. Some of 
the man hours have been paid for by Ekco Wood Products 
through an agreement with management pertaining to fire calls 
during the working day. 


The fire department now has 22 active members. Much cre- 
dit should go to these men for time donated for working on 
the building and equipment. During the coming year more 
time should be spent for training purposes. 


The ten-wheeler which we received from surplus is now 
equipped to carry 1300 gallons of water. The Department 
hopes by next year we will have a place to house this truck. 


We were working on plans to build an addition to the pre- 
sent fire house but ran into difficulty in establishing the exact 
boundary lines of the property owned by the town. It was 
suggested by the surveyor that this matter be turned over to the 
Selectmen bor clarification. We had hoped that they would 
meet with other land owners involved and come to a mutual 
agreement but since this has not been done to date we have 
been unable to proceed with any plans or suggestions.

Dear Selectman (Town Manager): 


The purpose of this letter is to respectfully request that an 
article be placed in your town warrant asking for support of 
the Oxford County Mental Health Program, using a base of 
$0.70 per capita. It should be noted that, as in the last two 
years, no additional funding has been requested although it has 
been possible to increase services over the year. Your financial 
support is very important to us as it is your local dollars that 
allow us to bring federal and state matching money into Ox- 
ford County. At the present time, we are able to use your mo- 
ney as one-fifth of a $150,000.00 program to serve the com- 
munity. Without your money, much of the rest would not be 
available to the county. 


This year, the Oxford County Mental Health Program joinedi 
the services in Androscoggin and Franklin Counties to form the 
Tri-County Mental Health Services system which makes avail- 
able comprehensive services that no one county clinic could 
finance alone. Oxford County retains its financial and program 
independence, however, as this is the most effective way of 
assuring that the people of your community get specifically 
the kind of service they require. 
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This year has seen a growth in staff and services of the Clin- 
ic. Since July, the available staff positions have been increased 
to twelve from seven, and between 650 and 700 citizens of Ox- 
ford County have received our help—an increase of over 200 
from 1971. Even larger numbers of people have been affected 
by consultation and educational programs. The Clinic remains 
a non-profit corporation dedicated to providing local assistance 


to persons and families who face emotional problems. 


Services vary with individual needs. The staff of psychiatric 
social workers, psychiatric nurse, psychologists and psychia- 
trists work together to help a wide variety of persons with the 
goal of keeping families together, preventing state hospital com- 
mitment, getting people back to work and functioning and 
working with the community and helping agencies to help 
those in need who require a number of services. Those that we 
see include children who cannot learn or are disruptive at home 
or in the school, teenagers who look to drugs, sex, acting out 
behavior as answers to their problems, young married couples 
who cannot adjust to each other, the woman whose “nerves” 
make her a burden to those around her, those to whom alco- 
hol has become a problem, older people who cannot think 
clearly, the severly depressed person who feels he has nothing 
to live for and contemplates suicide, the individual who is under 
great pressure from bills, family and job , who begins to see 
and hear things which others do not, and families who live in 
the same house but not together and for whom nothing ever 
seems to turn out right. All of us know these people and 
want to help them and see that there are resources available to 
help them. 


The money your town appropriates is for these people. No 
one town could provide for the emotionally troubled citizen. 
Together, every town participating can help. A fee is charged 
for those who are able to pay, based on what he can pay ra- 
ther than a set charge. No one is refused because of inability 
to pay, and your appropriation covers some of thecost of 
those who cannot pay. The contribution these people may 
make when they are helped to function rather than be depend- 
ent on the town may itp to affect even this cost.

ANDROSCOGGIN HOME HEALTH SERVICES, INC. 


In 1972 the Androscoggin Home Health Services had its | 
most active year ever serving residents of the Androscoggin- 
Franklin-Oxford County region. Nearly 40,000 nussing, phy- 
sical therapy, speech therapy, health aide and homemaker vi- 
sits were provided to more than 1,600 patients/clients, an 
increase of 61% over 1971. 


While services were distributed over all age groups, our spe- 
cial emphasis has continued to be serving the elderly popula- 
tion. Our primary goal is to enhance the potential for people 
to remain in their homes—to retain and/or maintain their 
independence. 


Speaking of independence, a major factor contributing to 
the increased service capacity noted above was our participa- 
tion in the Maine Department of Health and Welfare sponsored 
Project Independence, this area’s special program designed to 
improve services to senior citizens. Through Project Independ- 
ence the Androscoggin Home Health Services was able to 
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utilize a large portion of its municipal donations to obtain 
matching federal funds, thus tripling the impact of the com- 
munity-raised dollars. 


Also with the assistance of Project Independence, the A.H.- 
H.S. provided a series of health screening clinics for senior 
citizens during April, May, and June. Some 1,000 persons par- 
ticipated in these clinics, with 204 being identified as needing 
followup examinations. Our goal was early detection of health 
problems; followup investigation indicated a significant number 
of participants discovered previously unknown health pro- 
blems, many of which could be effectively controlled through 
medical attention. 


In the Town of Greenwood the A.H.H.S. provided home 
care services to three patients and their families. Collectively 
these people received one hundred fifty-five visits by a profes- 
sional nurse. 


On behalf of our organization, I wish to express my appre- 
ciation to the town officials and citizens of Greenwood 
whose support has been so crucial to our endeavors.

January 1, 1972 to December 31, 1972 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the various 
officers of the Town of Greenwood has been completed for 
the municipal year ended December 31, 1972. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions and 
an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The results are 
incorporated in the following comments, exhibits and support- 
ing schedules. 


ASSETS ... The general fund cash balance of $10,074.74 was 
reconciled with a statement furnished by Casco Bank and Trust 
Co., Bethel, Maine. 


Accounts receivable of $4,008.15 consisted principally of 
balances due from government agencies for Town Road Im- 
provement expenditures. 


Taxes receivable of $17,482.45 represented the uncollected 
balance of the 1972 commitment of $17,372.95 and a balance 
of $109.50 from prior years. 


Tax liens amounted to $1,406.79 at the year end, while tax 
acquired property totaled $1,251.35. 


LIABILITIES . . . Notes payable, reflected on the balance 
sheet under Debt Fund, amounted to $11,000.00 at the year 
end. Notes totaling $6,000.00 were issued by authority of 
Town meeting vote and applied to the purchase of a new high- 
way truck. 


SURPLUS ... Appropriation account balances carried forward 
to the ensuing year amounted to $13,926.76, and represented 
departmental balances carried forward at the direction of the 
Selectmen. 
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The unappropriated surplus amounted to $20,296.72 at the 
year end, an increase of $4,588.92 for the period. This in- 
crease was occasioned principally by net departmental bal- 
ances lapsed to surplus amounting to $7,485.12. 


GENERAL ... A review of the Town Clerk’s records revealed 
the Selectmen were authorized to purchase a new highway 
truck, and sander, and to borrow $6,000.00 and transfer 
$4,500.00 from a reserve fund for the purpose. 


RECOMMENDATIONS . . . Prenumbered excise tax receipts 
should be issued in numerical order and accounted for on tax 
collection sheets in numerical order to preserve accountability. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were 
utilized to the extent deemed necessary to develop these state- 
ments. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and sup- 
porting statements fairly present the Fancial osition of the 
Town at December 31, 1972, and the result alts Operations 
for for the year then ended.

REPORT TO THE TAXPAYERS OF GREENWOOD 


In 1972, your Selectmen measured the camps and frontages 
in the South Pond, Round Pond area and made adjustments 
accordingly. In other areas, adjustments were made if war- 
ranted. 

The Town of Greenwood’s State Valuation for the years 
1973-74 was reduced from $2,350,000 to $2,250,000, so this 
should lower our percentage in school costs. We would like to 
believe that our policy of increasing valuation of land and prop- 
erty to a realistic value was the cause of this. 

Financially, the town surplus at the end of 1972 is $20,296.72 
in comparison to $6,601.71 at the end of 1969. The Thomas 
property was sold for $3,100 in 1973. 

We also received $4,305.45 from the State Revenue Sharing 
which can be used only to reduce the amount appropriated by 
the town, and no other purpose. In 1973, the suggested bud- 
get for the town meeting reflects a small increase of $651. The 
State Aid Re-construction, of which the town raises six units, 
the State gives a bonus of 4,000 will be used to reconstruct 
the road in front of Arnie Javanparr’s home. Town Road im- 
provement money will be used in the Irish Neighborhood this 
year to replace the wooden bridge with a culvert. Hopefully, 
the $1,500 asked for the Sanborn River Bridge will be suffi- 
cient to construct it with the balance carried from 1972. 

With the town clerk, Mrs. Rowena Dunham, retiring this 
March, the Selectmen would like the town clerk, treasurer, tax 
collector combined into one job with a new position of secre- 
tary to the selectmen included. As the work load of the Se- 
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lectmen increases every year, the need of a full time office 
employee must be considered in the best interest of the town. 

We are requesting that the town be mapped out with the 
job being financed from the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund. 
There are 27,693 acres in the Town of Greenwood, of which 
813 are under water. This leaves 26,880 taxable acres and 
2,400 acres was discovered this past year as not being taxed 
or in the tax book. The company which maps such operations 
contacts all owners of land in town, goes through transfers 
and deeds. In the rural areas, lots, ranges and parcels are mea- 
sured and the total amount of acreage is found. In the built up 
portions of town, the number of square feet and frontage on 
water and roads is measured. When they finish, every acre in 
town will be taxed. Our aerial photos which we purchased will 
be mapped out with each property owner’s land drawn in. 
There are 1,011 different parcels of land in this town which 
averages less than $13 a parcel . . . considerable less than hiring 
a surveyor. By finding the missing 2400 acres on the tax book, 
the town benefits over $2,000 more in taxes each year. 

A joint committee of the fire department and selectmen are 
recommending that a combination town garage, fire station 
and town office be built. This building sane block or 
steel construction would be 90’ by 45’. The town garage would 
be 40’ by 45’, Fire Department garage 30’ by 45’ and the cen- 
ter portion 20’ by 45’ used for town office, bathrooms, fur- 
nace room and storage. Using the Federal Revenue Sharing 
Fund, school building fund and money from the sale of town 
property, no money would be raised from taxation for con- 
struction. Our Federal Revenue Fund for 1972 was $17,870. 
Hopefully, we will receive over the next four years between 
$60 and 70 thousand dollars. As our second payment in Jan- 
uary was less than the one in December, we are not sure what 
we will receive the next four (4) years.

REPRINT FROM 1970 TOWN REPORT - DOG ORDINANCE 


1971 DOG CONTROL ORDINANCE 


1. Dog to be licensed in accordance with the statutes 
of the State of Maine. No dog shall be kept within the 
limits of the Town of Greenwood, County of Oxford, State 
of Maine, unless such dog shall have been licensed by its 
owner in accordance with the statutes of the State of 
Maine. 


“Owner” shall be intended to mean any person or per- 
sons, firm, association or corporation owning, keeping or 
harboring a dog. 
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2. Dogs not to be permitted to run at large. It shall be 
unlawful for the owner of any dog, licensed or unlicensed, 
to permit such dog to run at large. 


“At Large” shall be intended to mean off the premises 
of the owner and not under the control of any person by 
means of a chain, rope, or cord of sufficient strength to 
control the action of such dog (or such other personal 
presence and attention as will reasonably control the con- 
duct of such dog). 


8. Duties of Police Officers and person having control 
of impounding. Any police officer within the Town of 
Greenwood, shall seize, impound or restrain any dog kept 
in violation of Section 1, and any dog running at large, 
and deliver such dog to the person who is duly authorized 
to have control of impounding. If the owner of such dog is 
known or can be located with reasonable diligence, then 
the person who has control of impounding shall personally 
notify the owner within three days of the receipt of such 
dog. If the owner of such dog is not known and cannot be 
located with reasonable diligence, then the person who has 
control of impounding shall post, within forty-eight hours 
of the time such person shall have taken such dog into his 
possession, written notices in three public places in the 
municipality, giving a description of the dog, stating 
where it is impounded and the conditions for its release. 
If the owner within seven days after receiving notice, or 
within seven days after notice has been posted, does not 


claim such dog, then the person having control of im- 
pounding shall dispose of the dog by sale or otherwise, in 
a proper and humane manner. 


The person having control of impounding shall keep a 
record of every dog disposed of by sale or otherwise. Such 
record shall include (a) a description which identifies the 
dog with reasonable certainty (b) the manner of dispos- 
ing of the dog, and (c) if the dog was transferred to an- 
other person, the name and address of the transferee. In 
addition, the transferee must sign a statement giving his 
name, address, and the date of delivery or receipt of the 
doy. 
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4. Conditions of release. Section 2, provides that the 
person giving notice shall with such notice give the condi- 
tions for the release of the impounded dog. Before such 
dog may be transferred to another person, (a) such dog 
shall be vaccinated with anti-rabies vaccine, or the trans- 
feree will show proof of vaccination within the previous 
year (b) such dog must be licensed in accordance with the 
statutes of the State of Maine, and (c) the transferee 
shall pay to the municipal treasurer the sum of $5.00, the 
sum of (actual cost) for vaccination, and the sum of 
(actual cost) per day for each day, or part thereof, the 
dog has been impounded. 


5. Penalties. Instead of seizing and impounding the 
dog, the Town of Greenwood, may prosecute the owner of 
any dog running at large, and any person upon conviction 
thereof shall be fined not less than $10.00 nor more than 
$20.00, plus the costs of prosecution. 


6. Vaccination. It shall be unlawful for the owner of 
any dog older than four months, less one day, to keep, 
maintain, or permit to run at large, such dog, unless it has 
been vaccinated by veterinary surgeon with anti-rabies 
vaccine, within one year preceding the date on which such 
dog is kept, maintained or permitted to run at large. Any 
person found violating this provision shall be fined not 
less than $10.00, nor more than $20.00 plus costs of 
prosecution. 


7. Repeal of conflicting ordinances. All existing ordin- 
ances of the Town of Greenwood are hereby repealed inso- 


far as they may be inconsistent with the provisions of 
this ordinance. 


8. Separability of provisions. It is the intention of the 
municipality that each separate provision of this ordin- 
ance shall be deemed independent of all other provisions 
herein, and it is further the intention of the municipality 
that if any provision of this ordinance be declared invalid, 
all other provisions thereof shall remain valid and en- 
forceable. 

9. Effective date. This ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect 10 days from its passage, approval and publica- 
tion.
